When the new regula- 
tions are in force, by the end of 
November, it is probable that a certain 
type of rationing will be applied to 
knitting wool as sold to the private 
individual, What form this rationing 
will take has not yet been stated. 


WOOLLEN YARN 


A recent Government circular, sent 
round to all the woollen mills, asked 
bow much woollen yarn they. used in 
1940, and how much was being used 
at presént. In the future, no applica- 
tions for licences to import wool will 
be granted unless the applicant 
received supplies in 1940. Woollen 
material has been scarce during the 
year. The buyer for a firm of women’s 
clothiers said that when she was in 
Achill, in June, the weavers there were 
finding the Irish wool houses 
unenthusiastic about inquiries for new 
material. 

The representative of a large mill, 
which uses thousands of pounds weight 
of wool a week, stated yesterday that 
the November wool rationing period in 
England was now over, and no applica- 
tions for Board of Trade licences would 
be considered before the end of 
December or early in January, 1942. 
The granting of licences by thé British 
Wool Controller is now supervised by 
the Board of Trade, which is the 
final authority on all export questions. 


REASONS FOR’ 
SCARCITY 


The buyer of a-large Dublin whole- 
sale clothing firm told our reporter 
last night that the wool scarcity here, 
following restrictions on English ex- 
ports, was due to two factors: Firstly, 
that Englishwomen wére doing more 
knitting for relatives and for the 
troops. Secondly, that although there 
was. plenty of wool in England—and 
he had seen it warehoused in huge 
quantities, spread all over the coun- 
try, to avoid mass extinction of stocks 
through possible bombings—the wool 
trade was worried by the recent loss 
of some ships which were sunk on their 
way to Great Britain.

The witness added that Chapman 
agreed to put matters right by means 
of a credit note, and said that every- 
thing else was all right, but when the 
subsequent investigation started it was 
discovered that about £12,000 was left 
out of stock. 

AUDITORS’ EVIDENCE 

John Love, accountant, managing 
assistant in Messrs Cowper and Kenny, 
auditors to the Ennis Co., gave evi- 
dence of examining the books of the 
company in October, 1940, and becom- 
ing acquainted with the firm's 
invoice method. He examined the 
books, but could find no trace of the 
goods mentioned in the invoices having 
arrived at the factory at that time. 
In regard to some of the invoices the 
goods arrived later, but they did not 
correspond exactly with those on the 
invoices. Witness examined the stock 
sheets and found that there were: sub- 
stantial omissions in the sheets to the 
amount of £13,186, or ofer 25 per cent. 
of the total value of the stock. Also 
he found some invoices for sales to 
Leicester which were not included in 
the total of sales. 

The omission in the stock would 
mean that the company would show a 
reduction in its profits, and the stock 
in hand, and also it would mean a 
reduction in the payment of income 
tax and corporation profits tax. He 
calculated that the company would 
have escaped payment of about £5,600 
in taxation in regard to the invoices 
mentioned in his report, and about 
£5,500 in regard to the omissions in 
the stock sheet.

STALIN’S FIERY. 
SPEECH 


66 ERMANY is bleeding to 

death: there is no doubt 
she cannot sustain such a strain 
for long—another few months, 
another half-year, one year, 
maybe,” declared Stalin, the 
Soviet Premier, at yesterday's 
military parade in ow $ 
Red Square in celebration of the 


October revolution. 

He said that the German resources 
were giving out, and Germany “' must 
burst. under the weight of her own 
crime.” Overhead, as Stalin spoke, 
Red aircraft flew defending the parade 
and the capital- from the Luftwaffe. 


Across the square tanks of all sizes 
had ‘roared for half-an-hour, foilewed 1 


by marching army units and workers’ 
battalions. | 

Stalin recalled the first anniversary 
of the revolution in 1918, when ,three- 
fourths of Russia were in the hands 
of foreign interventionists. ‘‘ We had 
no allies, we had no Red Army, we 
experienced a shortage of bread, arms 
and clothing. Fourteen States were 
pressing against our country. Amidst 
the conflagration of war we organised 
the Red Army and converted our 
country into a military camp. We 
defeated the interventionists, restored 
all lost territories and achieved vic- 
tory. 

“Now Russia is many times richer 
in industry, food and raw materials. 
Russia had allies who, jointly with the 
Soviet, formed a united front against 
Germany. Now we have a splendid 
army and a splendid navy. We are ex- 
periencing no serious shortage either 
of food, arms or clothing. Behind 
the Army and Navy stand the whole 
country, with inexhaustible reserves 
of manpower. Is it possible, then, 


‘to doubt that we can, and must, gain 
victory 


over the German invaders? 
The enemy is not as strong as certain 
terror-stricken and weak intellectuals 
picture him. “Tí one judges by Ger- 
many’s actual position, and not by 
the boastful assertions of German pro- 
pagandists, it will not be difficult to 
see that the German Fascist invaders 
are facing disaster. 


“ BLEEDING TO DEATH ” 


‘‘Hunger and impoverishment are 
now reigning in Germany. Germany 
is bleeding to death, her resources 
are giving out, the spirit of revolt is 
gaining possession, not only of the 
nations of Europe who have fallen 
under the yoke of the German invaders, 
but of the German people itself, who 
see no end to the war. The German 
invaders are straining their last forces. 
There is no doubt that Germany 
cannot sustain such a strain for 
any long time. Another few months, 
another half-year, one year maybe— 
and Hitlerite Germany must burst 
under the weight of her own crime. 

“Red Army and Red Navy, Com- 
manders and political instructors, men 
and women guerrillas,’ Stalin con- 
cluded, ‘‘the great liberation mission 
has fallen to your lot. Be worthy of 
this mission. The war you are waging 
is a war of liberation—a just war.” 

German and Italian units are said to 
be “ fighting their way forward’’ in 


the Donetz Basin, and the Vichy News 
Agency quotes a Budapest statement 
that the Germans have established 
bridgeheads at points on the left bank 
of the Upper and Middle Donetz. 

Following news of the offensive 
strokes carried out by the Red Army in 
various Moscow sectors, Berlin claims 
that infantry divisions have broken 
through strong positions in unspecified 
zones and '“ brought in numerous 
prisoners and guns.”

OPERATIONS IN THE 
CRIMEA 


BERLIN, Friday — German de- 
spatches from the Crimea to-day said 
that the Germans and Russians were 
engaged in a large-scale clash in the 
Yaila Mountains, where it was claimed 
that Axis troops had smashed into the 
modern mountain fortifications. De- 
spatches said that the Yaila Mountain 
passes were defended with steel and 
eoncrete casements, bristling with 
artillery and heavy machine-guns, and 
equipped with flame-throwers. 

MOSCOW, Friday.—The Germans 
continue to bring up reinforcements on 
the Moscow front, especially tanks and 
artillery, reports the Tass Agency. The 
Red Army men are firing heavily on 
the Germans as they attempt to 
approach the capital. Three days ago, 
the Agency says, the German infantry 
suffered very heavy losses.

A tion Conference on  “' The 
Church, the School and - the 
World,” in the Synod Hall, Christ- 


church place, Dublin, last night, the 
Rev. L. Millar, chaplain of 
Columba‘s College, Rathfarnham, said 
that education was a preparation fo 
Christian citizenship; and, if*that was 
so, it must be religious education. No 
member of the Church could rest 
content until Christian education was 
within the reach of every Christian 
child. That education must be the very 
best academically and religiously; it 
must be beyond criticism—the finest 
thing the Church could provide. 

The cinema was not the cause of all 
juvenile crime, as many people thought, 
but the danger still was there. he 
cinema had enormous possibilities for 
good, but those who frequented the 
pictures knew that the low artistic 
‘standard and the low moral standard of 
the average film was bound to have a 
serious effect upon young people. 

The Rev. Robert J. Ross, head- 
master, Christ Church Cathedral 
School, said that teachers as a body 
had been loyal to their task and to 
the Church. They must state very 
carefully what they meant by religious 
education, and claim the loyal, com- 
petent and instructive co-operation of 
the Church, the clergy and the parents. 


PRIMATE ON 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The vital importance of Christian 
education in Church and State is accen- 
tuated by the lessons of the present 
war and the spiritual situation from 
which the war issued. This statement 


was made by the ‘Archbishop of 
Armagh and Primate of AllIrctand 
-(the Most Rev. Dr. Gregg) in his 


sermon at a Service which preceded the 

conference, and which was held yester- 

vad afternoon in Christ Church Cathe- 
ral. 

Teachers of Christian education, he 
said, were not neutral. ey were 
officers of a Christian society, who were 
preparing their pupils, not merely for 
a secular bread-winning, but for hfe jx 
its fuller sense. Christian education 
was a. preparation for living, and the 
teacher who recognised that would try 
to act as the officer of an organised 
system, whose business it was to set 
the steps of youth on its way. The 
Primate stressed the importance 0! 
teachers making an impact which may 
go far beyond the scope of the Jesson

GUN-BOMB-GUN 
TECHNIQUE 


BRITAIN’S NEW AIR 
OFFENSIVE 


RITISH Hurricane fighters 
now are attacking targets 
from a height of only ten feet, 
with bombs as well as guns, the 
Air Ministry disclosed last 
night. 

The bombs are said to be so 
delayed in action that the air- 
craft may get away before they 
e. 


It is claimed that this guns-bombs- 
technique, used vesterday in 
Northern France, resulted in a fierce 
blaze at a factory and in putting some 
twelve gun-posts out of action. 

The Air Ministry stated :—‘ Aircraft 
of the Fighter Command this afternoon 
carried out a number of offensive 
patrols and sweeps over Northern 
France, and the coasts of Holland and 
Belgium, Hurricanes, carrying bombs, 
took part in one of the operations, in 
which a successful low-level attack was 
made on a factory and gun-positions 
in France. Hits were obtained with 
the bombs on the factory building, 
and a number of fires broke out. (Ón 
their return, our aircraft attacked an 
enemy supply train with their guns. 

“Other operations included an attack 
with gun-fire on a wireless station and 
on road transport. 

‘Enemy fighters were encountered 
on some occasions and four were de- 
stroyed by our fighters in combat. One 
of our aircraft is missing.”’ 


BRITISH TOWNS DIVE- 
BOMBED 


Two coast towns—one in the South- 
East of England and one in the North- 
East—were dive-bombed by German 
raiders during the night, after a 
German bomber had been shot down in 
the sea shortly before dusk, says the 
Press Association. Bombs were dropped 
at scattered points in the North-East 
where 
area, appeared to observers to be more 
active than for several nights. There 
was no concentrated attacks, and 
damage at all points was reported to 
be slight. A number of casualties 
included some people killed. 

Bombs were reported to have fallen 
also in South-East Scotland.

WILL BE WELL” 
MR. CHURCHILL ON 


WAR PROSPECTS 
BRITAIN is uncqnquerable, 


once again master of her 
destiny, and at the end all will 
well for her, was r. 
Churchill’s message to the 
stricken areas in North-East 
England, when he spoke at a 
luncheon in Hull Guildhall 
yesterday. 
We find ourselves to-day in 
goodly. company,” he said, 


“we are moving forward, and 


we shall move forward steadily, 


however long the road may be. 

Referring to Hull, Mr. Churchill 
said :—' I wanted very much to see 
this city, which has suffered by the 
malice of our assailants ; which has had 
many of its fine buildings shattered and 
gutted, but which, I also believe, has 
not had the heart of its people cast 
down. The resolution of the British 
people is unconquerable. Neither sudden 
violent shock nor long provoking strain 
can, or. will, alter our course. No 
country made more strenuous efforts to 
avoid being drawn into this war; bat 
I dare say we shall be found ready 
and anxious to prosecute it when some 
of those who prevoked it are talking 
vehemently about peace. 


ALL RESOLVED 

We are all resolved to go forward. 
We were equally resolved when, a vear 
and three months ago, we found our- 
selves absolutely alone—the only 
champion of freedom in the whole 
world that remained in arms. We found 
ourselves with hardly any weapons left. 
We had rescued our army, indeed, from 
Dunkirk; but it had come back 
stripped of all the accoutrements 
and apparatus of war. Every country 
in the world outside this island and 
the Empire to which we are indis- 
solubly attached, had given us up, 
had made up their minds that our life 
was ended and our tale was told. lvt 
ly rot flinching. by de pising the 
n anifestation of power and the threats 
Ly which we were on all sdes con- 
fr nted, we have come throu h that 
dark and perileus passage, now once 
‘gain masters of cur own de tiny. 

** Nor are we any longer alone. As 
I told the House of Commons, our own 
steadfast conduct and the crimes of the 
enemy have brought other great 
nations to our side. One is struggiing 
with Herculean vigour and with results 


which are profoundly significant. The 
other—our kith and kin across the 
Atlantic Ocean—is straming every 


nerve to equin us with all we need 
to carry on the struggie, regardless of 
cost to them or of r@k to their saiiors 
and ships. 
with supplies across the ocean, and 
aiding us to strike down and strangle 
the foe that molests the passage of 
those supp:ies. 

‘‘ 1 have never given any assurances 
of & speedy or easy, or cheap victory. 
On the contrary, as you know. | have 
never promised anything but -the 
hardest conditions, and great disap- 
pointments, aud many mistakes, but [ 
am sure that at the end-all will be 
well for us in our island. Ali will be 
better for the world, and there will 
be that crown of honour to those who 
have endured and never failed, which 
history will accord for having set an 
example to the whole human race.”
